ed us, moſt truly may it be ſaid, that *we

- intention. The body of the people, eſ- 
pecially in country places, cannot be brought 
to attend the public ſervice oftener than one 
day in the week; and, ſince this is by no 
means enough to keep up in them a due 
ſenſe of religion, it were greatly to be wiſh- 
| ed, that they couldbeperſuadedtoany thing, 
which might, in ſome meaſure, ſupply the 
want of more frequent public devotions, or 
ſerve the like purpoſes. Family prayers,

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Thoſe who, acknowledging the reaſon- | 
ableneſs and utility of the duty itſelf, have 
not the talent of praying extemporally in 
in the preſence of others, will naturally ſeek 
for aſſiſtance from preſeribed forms; as will 
alſo many of thoſe, who have that talent. 
To obviate the difficulty, which might oc- 
cur in that ſearch, and by which, I believe, 
many are hindered ſrom purſuing their wiſn- 
es with reſpett to this duty, is the object of 
the preſent compilation. For, though we 
have numerous publications of the ſame 
kind, which, to many, I doubt not, are found 
fully to anſwer their intended purpoſe; yet 
I have never met with one, which entirely | 
| accorded with my own ideas; and I may 
 fairlypreſume, that Iamnot peculiar i in this. 
The collections of forms, which I have ſeen, 
are either ſo multifarious, as to leave too
